W a sh in g to n, May 17—There was a 
large number of callers at tho White 
House today, intent upon seeing the 
President as to the absorbing New York 
complications. Not all had an opportu­ 
nity, as the number wan too large. Among 
tilt* earliest callers were several Senators, 
who came to talk over the peculiar situa­ 
tion aud its relations t ) the Seuate end 
of the capitol. The President told them, 
as he has told others, that he could not 
undertake to advise them as to matters 
of adjournment, etc.; that they could do 
as might seem l>esfc aud he would be 
satisfied. 
He 
does 
not, 
as 
has been intimated, urge Senators to 
confirm Robertson at once, but ho ad­ 
vises that they take their own course. 
The President is not particular whether 
Senators adjourn this week or remaiu 
longer, but he hopes that they will act 
upon such nominations as he sends them 
without great delay. 
He desires that 
Senators should pass upon all nomina­ 
tions before adjournment. 
Several administration Senators at the 
White House to-day, intimated that there 
might be an unlooked for turn of affairs 
at Albany, by the rejection of both Conk­ 
liug and Platt, and the re-election of 
other Republicans. It is no secret that 
such a consummation is devoutly wished 
in administration circles, as it would be 
regarded as a very wholesome lesson. 
A prominent Republican at the White 
House to-day said that tile New York 
Senators were taking great risks, espec­ 
ially Platt, who only got through before 
by a tight squeeze, aud through the help 
of Senator Robertson aud Robertson’s 
'nends. 
In short, ho could not have 
jeen elected had it not been for the sup­ 
port of Robertson. Of course this sup­ 
port will now be thrown in another’s fa­ 
vor. 
Platt, a prominent 
Republican 
said, is not a strong man, and one whom 
he elements of opposition could easily 
je united. As to Conkling, there is

Highly interesting experiments with 
a newly-discovered mineral 
essence 
took place a few evenings ago at the 
laboratory of the eminent Parisian an­ 
alytical chemist, M. Wuertz, in the 
presence of several members of the 
Academie des Sciences. 
Having filled 
a lamp with the liquid in question, and 
ignited the wick, M. Kordig, the dis­ 
coverer of tho essence, tossed the 
lighted lamp up against the ceiling, 
besprinkling the bystanders as well as 
himself with the flaming fluid, which, 
however, to the astonishment of all 
Eresent, proved 
utterly devoid of 
cat or burning capacity. He then 
soaked his oocket-handkerchief in tho 
essence, ana set it on fire; the essence 
burnt itself out, but the handkerchief 
remained uninjured, as did his hat after 
subjection to a similar trial. 
Then 
MM. Wuertz, Dumas 
and Friedel 
plunged their hands into a pan filled 
with the burning liquid, withdrawing 
them with fingers all alight, like so 
many thick jets of gas. They expe­ 
rienced no sensation of heat whatsoever 
upon the skin surface thus apparently 
in a state of active combustion. Other 
experiments followed of an equally 
wonderful nature, conclusively demon­ 
strating that the “ Kordig essence" is 
capable of producing light without 
heat. 
All that is at present known of j 
its special physical characteristics seems 
to be that it Is a thin and colorless oil, 
evaporating with great rapidity. IU 
discoverer proposes to adapt it to gen­ 
eral domestic use for lichting purposes, 
its chief recommendation being abso­ 
lute harmlessness, for it is altogether 
incapable of exploding, and may be 
poured while burning upon the most 
delicate textile fabric without the least 
risk of igniting the substance. —London 
Telegraph.

beauty. Still it is vastly more useful 
than wind-breaks that disfigure the 
premises where they stand and which 
are often composed of locust, poplar and 
cottonwood trees. 
Many fruit trees are highly orna­ 
mental, and in raising them on a lawn 
or pleasure ground two purposes may 
be secured. A well-pruned early Rich­ 
mond cherry tree is in every respect 
very beautiful. Tho foliage is ueep 
green, the blossoms pure white, and 
the fruit a brilliant red. Whether the 
branches are covered with leaves, buds, 
flowers or cherries, they present a most 
charming appearance. By judiciously 
selecting and arranging pear trees, not 
only a supply of one of the most lus­ 
cious fruits but a very beautiful effect 
may be secured. Many pear trees are 
majestic, and some very 
graceful. 
Dwarfs when full of ripening fruits are 
exceedingly beautiful. Several varie­ 
ties of apple trees are highly ornament­ 
al. Especially is this tho case with 
those that produce highly-colored fruit. 
The blossoms of all varieties of apple 
trees are very beautiful and highly fra­ 
grant. 
Few trees are more ornamental 
than some of the improved varieties of 
the crab apple. They occupy but lit­ 
tle room, produce a wealth of fragrant 
blossoms, while the highly-colored fruit 
remains on the brandies a very long 
time. 
Trees which produce nuts are almost 
invariably of value for timber as well as 
for fuel. The nuts themselves are valu­ 
able not only for food for men but for 
domestic animals. The nuts produced \ 
on hickory, pecan, walnut and butter- j 
nut trees are desirable for use in the I 
family, and command a ready sale in j 
the market. A given area of land in j 
nut-bearing trees will produce almost as 
much food for hogs as when planted to 
annual crops. After the trees are suf­ 
ficiently large to bear they require no 
attention. The wood of all our native 
trees that produce large, oily nuts is 
valuable for posts, rails and for many 
other purposes, while it ranks very high 
as fuel. 
Acorns possess more value as 
stock food than most people suppose 
they do. 
In Great Britain they are held 
in high esteem for feeding to both pigs 
and sheep. The oak is a liberal bearer, 
is hearty and long-lived. The wood of 
several varieties is very valuable for , 
posts, for handles to tools, and for ma­ 
terials for barrels and casks. Some 
kinds of oak make most excellent and 
all kinds make a very fair quality of I 
fuel. There is no more valuable tree J 
than tho chestnut In places where it can ; 
be grown. It pays to raise it on broken j 
ana rocky land for the nuts it bears or 
for the timber or fuel furnished by the ! 
wood itself. Nut-bearing trees are a1-1 
ways useful for two purposes, often for 
three, and sometimes, as when they j 
furnish good shade and serve as orna- j 
ments to the farm, are valuable for no 
less than five distinct uses. Nut-bear­ 
ing trees generally prefer broken, roc ky 
land, which is not adapted to the pro­ 
duction of annual crops, or the banks 
of streams and lakes where the plow can 
not be employed to good advantage. 
Many persons object to nut-bearing 
trees because it is difficult to transplant 
them on account of their tap roots, 
which arc quite long, even when the 
trees are very young. It is easy, how­ 
ever, to raise them by planting the seed 
jln tho places where the trees arc de­ 
sired, and by adopting this course the 
expense of purchasing trees is saved. 
All the varieties of the ash are valua­ 
ble for other purposes than fuel The 
wrood is used rn the construction of a 
argo number of agricultural imple­ 
ments, for finishing houses, for staves 
and heading for barrels and casks, for 
making baskets, for dimension timber 
and rails. Most varieties of the ash 
nourish best on land that is too moist 
for most agricultural purposes, and is 
unsuitable for the production of the 
better kinds of grass. A few kinds of 
trees, as the basswood or linden, pro­ 
duce a largo amount of blossoms which 
secrete honey. A basswood forest is of 
great value to bee-keepers. The wood 
of these trees is now iu active demand 
for materials for boxes aud other pack­ 
ages for berries and other small fruits. 
The linden grows very rapidly, is read- 
ju or suckers that 
main trunk. The 
young trees stand transplanting well 
and flourish on a variety of soils. The 
trees cast a denso shade. The trees 
when placed in suitable situations are 
highly ornamental. When 
of largo 
size they present a very stately and 
picturesque appearance. 
Two points should never be lost sight 
of in attempting to raise forest trees 
with a view to profit One is to place 
them on land that is of comparatively 
little value for general agricultural pur­ 
poses. On nearly every larm of consid­ 
erable size there is some land too 
rocky, broken or moist for general cul­ 
tivation. This land is always adapted 
to the production of one or more varie­ 
ties of valuable trees. By planting 
them on these waste places the appear­ 
ance of the farm may be improved and 
its value increased. The other point is 
to plant those varieties of trees that 
are valuable for more than one purpose. 
Before expending money for trees to 
set out, it is best to ascertain if they 
are likely to succeed in the locality for 
which they are designed. Large sums 
have been expended^ in Northern Illi­ 
nois for chestnut, hemlock and beech 
trees by persons who were accustomed 
to them in other parts of the country, 
and who desired to have their old 
friends in their new homes. With rare 
exceptions their time and money have 
been expended in vain.—Chicago Times.

—It is very satisfactorily shown that 
a crop of corn is easier on the soil than 
a crop of oats. It is far easier to pro­ 
duce sixty or seventy bushels of corn, 
weighing 3,600 to 4,200 pounds, to tho 
acre, with three or four tons of dry 
fodder, than fifty bushels of oats, 
weighing 1,600 pounds, and a ton of 
straw. This is accounted for by the 
fact that corn is able to procure a large 
quantity of its nitrogen from the soil 
where oats cannot, and that a good 
crop of cora can be grown with the 
help of potash 
and phosphoric acid 
alone, and yet show in the crop a large 
quantity of nitrogen, while oats cannot 
be grown without the nitrogen added to 
the other manures. A great many experi­ 
ments have been made in this direction 
with this effect. Now, as nitrogen 
the most costly ingredient of both fer­ 
tilizers and of feeding stuffs

A H A Y IHI T A R FO CM T K A . 
To the Editor. 
When one gets away from the routine 
of work and business but seldom, lie 
should like a good granger, have his 
eyes and ears open, aud in his note book 
pen down some of the results of his ob­ 
servations. So it w'as my good fortune 
one day last week, to start out with a 
friend on a trip of observation as well as 
business through a portion of the tow ns 
of Porter, Center, Magnolia and Spring 
Valley. Everywhere we found the farm­ 
ers just as busy as men possibly could 
be, in the vain effort of trying to do six 
wools’ work inside of about three, for the 
early closing up of the ground last fall, 
froze the plows fast in the furrows, with, 
in some instances, scarcely 
an aero 
plowed, and before tho snow banks had 
disapi>cared, worm weather was here and 
vegetation was jumping into life with 
one bound. 
Tile complaint that clover 
was badly winter-killed seemed to be an 
idle tale, for never do we remember of 
seeing grass aud clover looking so well 
on the 10th day of May. 
It is true that some pieces of clover are 
somewhat damaged but the farmers arc 
more generally to blame than tho ele­ 
ments.
